He told the law students, “I j 
want you to get Involved in this .

Asked if he thinks that mari- 
juana laws are too harsh, Con- 
nick replied, “No, I don't think j 
so. But 1 do want to institute a 
deferred prosecution plan for 
young first offenders.” 

Finding marijuana gleanings 
in the pocket of an 18-year-old 
student is a far cry from hav- 
ing solid evidence of mass sales 
by a longtime narcotics pusher. 
Connick added. 

‘BY ACCIDENT* 

Connick said it “came out 
by accident” when former Gar- 
rison first assistant Diaries R, 
Ward quit the office that many 
defendants werw-jumping bond 
and leaving New Orleans. 

One man, be said, “skipped 
out because he was afraid he 
would he prosecuted,” 

Another, he added, was 
found to be in the North Caroli- 
na state prison. After leaving 
New Orleans, the man commit- 
ted armed robberies in Georgia 
and New York and a burglary 
in North Carolina, Connick said, 
“The district attorney's of- 
fice says I’m wrong. But the 
facts and records are in the 
clerk’s office of the Criminal 
District Court,” Connick added. 

There is more than $1 million 
in uncollected bond money be- 
cause of 1,100 bond jumpers, 
and of this total only 170,000 can 
be collected, Connick said.
